Over 110 OPC Members and their guests crowded into the Clubrooms overlooking Times Square 
September 19 to honor Dr. Alberto Gainza Paz, publisher-editor of Argentina's La Prensa, inde- 
pendent newspaper closed by the Peron government. The soft-spoken journalist, on his first trip 
to the U.S. since La Prensa suspended publication last spring, met the largest group to assemble 
at Club Headquarters to honor a distinguished guest. 

Dr. Gainza Paz was conducted to the Clubrooms by RAY JOSEPHS, Chairman of the OPC's Inter- 
American Relations Committee, where he was welcomed by President JOHN DALY, Chairman DAN VAN ACKER 
of the Foreign Journalists Hospitality Committee and other Club Officers. 

Before Dr. Gainza Paz was introduced, President DALY presented him with a hand~lettered, 
vellum certificate of Honorary Membership in the OPC. This distinction, conferred on only 10 
other persons in the Club's 12-year history, is awarded for life. Dr. Gainza Paz's certificate 
cites his "outstanding and distinguished service to journalism" and was voted the courageous 
editor by the Club's Board of Governors. 

A surprise reunion took place between Dr. Gainza Paz and James Bruce, former U.S. Ambassador 
to Argentina and an old friend of the publisher, who had worked to sustain press freedom in 
Argentina during his assignment there. Ambassador Bruce spoke briefly before Chairman JOSEPHS, 
who, himself returned from the South American state only two weeks ago, introduced Dr., Gainza Paz. 

Dr. Gainza Paz's remarks, which were off the record, were in response to questions directed 
at him from the floor. They covered the general field of Argentina's domestic and international 
politics.
